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DUTY AND FAITH 


LESSON OF THE EPISTLES 


—— 


In the course of a sermon on “Christ, the 
Light of the World,” in which he took for his 
texts: “ We saw His star in the East, and 
are come to worship Him ” (St, Math. 2, 2), 
and “I am the Light of World” (St. 
John 8, 12), the Ven. A. J. Johnston, Arch- 
deacon of Glendalough, said that the Festival 
of the Epiphany and the first Sunday of the 
year fell on the same day this year, 

What, said the preacher, are the thoughts 
which this arresting title: “I am the Light 
of the Wald,” suggest? First, He gave the 
world a new idea of God; He opened before 
their eyes the very beating of the Divine 
Heart, and showed them God as the most 
lovable Person in the world; secondly, there 
was the thought of knowledge. The Gospel 
supplied principles, from which, coupled with 
the example of Christ, words and actions 
must be guided. The races which to-day 
were foremost in the van of human progress 
were those who called themselves by the 
Christian name. i 

The outstanding feature of Our Lord's life 
and teaching was the way in which He 
discovered the individual. It was that, said 
the preacher, which brought- their religion 
nome to them and filled their souls with 
thankfulness. God had been with them and 
had seen what they were and what they did, 
end His great promise was: “He that 
followeth Me shall not walk in darkness, but 
shall have the Light of Life.” Hence, they 
should submit themselves to His guidance. 

It had been said that i all men for the 
next twenty years gave up the attempt to 
explain Christ and devoted themselves to 
following Him they would know more of His 
Person than ever they did before. To follow 
Christ was not so easy a task as some might 
think. True religion required the response of 
the whole heart; it was the half-hearted 
Christians who were ever in doubt and 
misery; it was those who responded to His 
ceall who could say, with St. Paul: “I can do 
all things through Christ who strengtheneth 
me.”’ 

At present the world was moving too 
quickly. There were sigus of recovery in the 
material world, but there was need for a 
recovery of the soul, without which the other 
was of little value. They were in danger 
from the lack of reflection ; one hour with the 
window of the soul open to Heaven was 
worth days of reading religious books without 
reilection. 

Let them be hopeful in the year which had 
begun. Let them be thankful for the note 
of optimism sounded by political and other 
pies: The clouds were disappearing, and 
let them pray that 1935 would usher in a 
reicn of peace and good-will among the 
nations of the earth. 

Their Church had pursued its course 
steadily, commending the Gospel to their 
people in the sight of God. It was in that 
Cathedral that most of the bishops of the 
Southern province of their Church were con- 
secrated for their office; one had been con- 
secrated last February for Limerick Diocese. 
The Archbishop of York had preached there 
recently during his mission to the students 
of Trinity College. That an Agchbishop of 
York should come to Dublin and give them 
ten days of his vaiuable time was remark- 
able, and called for their gratitude. It was 
one of those friendly acts from a sister 
Church with which they were in communion, 
and which shall not soon be forgotten. 

“Let us then,” said the Archdeacon, in 
conclusion, ‘‘ cultivate the hopeful spirit in 
the present year. Let that hope be based 
upon duty and faith—faithfully fulfilling our 
several tasks, and trusting that God, Who 
has been ‘our help in ages past,’ will be ‘ our 
hope for years to come, our shelter from the 
stormy blast, and our eternal home.’ ”’

RATE OF 25/- IN THE £

LISTOWEL, Saturday. 

Listowel Urban District Council have 
given notice of their intention to strike a 
combined rate of 25s. in the pound, an 
increase of 4s. 6d. in the pound, on last 
year’s rate Following the adoption of a 
rate of 2ls. 6d. in October last, the De- 
partment of Local Government informed 
the Council that the rate was inadequate 
to meet the expenditure. A recent letter 
from the Department states that the 
Council, having failed in a most deliberate 
manner, and with full knowledge of their 
liabilities, to make provision for meeting 
all their expenses in the current year, 
must now consider in what manner the 
deficit which will arise owing to in- 
sufficient rates is to be met. Uatil this 
matter is settled no further loans will be 
advanced for any purpose. . 

The Council refused to provide for re- 
payment of loans in respect of Lacca water 
scheme, for which the previous Council 
were responsible, and the Department in- 
formed the Council that the exp-nditure 
incurred by the former Council in con- 
nection with the Lacca scheme was in 
excess of the amount for which sanction 
was Originally given.
